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The Chicago daily papers gave prominence to 
his passing away. The Daily Chronicle of Nov. 8, 
contained the following notice : 


‘One of the oldest and best-known attorneys and 
writers in this country, ex-Judge Edmund S. Hol- 
brook, died yesterday morning at his home, 4441 
Champlain avenue. With the members of his 
family and a few friends at his bedside the vener- 
able jurist passed away at 2:30 o'clock. His end 
was quiet and peaceful, and the attending physi- 
cians give the cause of death as that of old age 
alone. For two months past he had been ill, but 
managed to move around the house and even take 
a short trip downtown until Monday, Nov. 4. 
when he was obliged to take to his bed. From 
that time he gradually grew weaker, and when lie 
was told he had but a short time to live, he bale 
good-by to his family.” 

Dr. Thomas, of Chicago, conducted the funeral 
services at the family residence, which were at- 
tended by a large number of the old citizens. The 
burial at Oakwoods Cemetery was private. Judges 
Tuley, Shephard, Wallace and Bradwell, Daniel 
Evans, J. Steils, and Willis M. Hitt were the hon- 
orary pall-bearers.
